Several hundred people may be cared for in Herrin over 
night, as hundreds of homes open their doors to visitors 
and provide ample sleeping quarters. 

The places of amusement in Herrin are of the class 
usually found in cities of fifty thousand up. First, the 
White City Park, the most elaborate amusement park in 
the State of Nlinois outside of Chicago, offers the visitors 
to Herrin a Mecea for amusement and entertainment _ 

This park, owned by John, George and James Mar- 
low and Paul Colombo, is valued at $300,000 and covers 
two large city blecks. On entering the White City Park 
in Herrin, one finds a magnificent carrousal valued at 
$10,000. This machine is ever the delight of the younger 
visitors and hundreds ride on the merry-go-round daily. 
Adjacent to the ride is a large skating rink with floor 
Space for 200 people. “The Whip” is aiso the kiddies de- 
light and many of the young men and young ladies secure 
enjoyment of being twirled around in this contrivance A 
shooting gallery and numerous concessions for the manw- 
facture of “Tater Chips,’ “Pineapple Snow,” “Pop Corn 
Chips,” barbecue and other stands are in the park. “The 
African Dip” and the “Cross Word Puzzle House” are the 
two latest additions to the park. “The African Dip” should 
prove amusing to those inclined to believe they are good 
ball pitchers, as (hose hilting the target with ‘a ball will 
have the pleasure ot seeing) a negro fall into a pool of 
Walter. By hitting the target, it aulomatically releases 
the trap door underneath the negro and he is souzed in a 
pool of water. “The Cross Word Puzzle House” is a noy- 
slty and offers amusement for both old and young. 


A large caterpillar Ride, valued at $15,000, is anather 
attraction at the park. This ride has ever been the source 
of amusement and enjoyment for ihe lovers. The Dauce 
Hall Pavilion has a floor accommodating 500 couples with 
seats surrounding the floor that will permit several hun- 
dred spectators: A large Open Air Theatre, with a seat- 
iug capacity of 2,500, makes an ideal convention hali 
In Case of rain this hall is protected by a large arched 
root, ibut the sides of the building are so arranged that 
they can be lowered, and this makes the theatre cool and 
restful, ‘A large stage, with ample room to accommodate 
100 people is provided The accustics in the building are 
excellent and in case of large crowds the building will hold 
in the neighborhood of 5,000 people. 

The Swimming Pool is the central attraction of White 
City Park. With a capacity of a million and oue-half gal- 
lous of water, with two large diving towers, foir sliding 
boards, spring boards, and life guards continually on the 
watch, this pool offers rest for those attending an all-day 
session of a convention. The water in the pool is salt 
water, pumped out of wells drilled in the park to a depth 
of 1,000 feel. A spectators’ balcony, with seats to aceom- 
modate a thousand people, has been provided for those 
who do not wish to bathe but who enjoy seeing others 
participate in the activities of the pool. 

In Case of rain, this park can accommodate 15,000 
people under roof and in the evening is one bright, glow 
ing palace. The manager stated that 5,000 electric light 
globes were kept burning in the park during the evening 
and the place is light as daytime, Electricity is furnished

Herrin Schools 


The building is located on a ten-acre campus, the 
front of which hag been developed by planting trees and 
shrubs in digenous to this locality, making it one of the 
real garden spots of the community. The back of the 
campus is taken up by a large athletic field containing a 
football field, a baseball diamond, one-fifth mile cinder 
track and large tennis courts. 

The high school organization is modern in every re- 
spect. It is fully accredited by the University of Illinois 
and thirty-four units of work are recognized by that in- 
stitution. In addition to this, twelve units of work are 


offered in industrial and trades courses, which receive no 
credit from the University, but which give credits to- 
wards graduation. The school is also a member of the 
North Central Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools and consequently must maintain high standards 
of organization and of teaching personel in order to main- 
tain this high rating. The faculty consists of twenty- 
eight members, nineteen of whom are instructors in aca- 
demic work, while nine are teachers of special subjects 
and the vocations.

Herrin is a city that has not neglected its spiritual 
welfare for the pursuit of material things. There are 
flourishing) churches representing the principal Protestant 
denominations, and the St. Mary’s Catholic Church, with 
an active and growing membership. All of the churches 
have substantial edifaces where large congregations regu- 
larly attend services. These may be mentioned more in 
detail, in order of their membership strength: 


Before there was a town of Herrin, a country church 
was organized in 1869, known as the Herrin’s Prairie Bap- 
tist Church. When Herrin had become a town of several 
thousand population, this Baptist Church was located in 
one corner of the little city and was named the First Bap- 
tist Church of Herrin. The original frame building was 
located in the north part of the city and was destroyed by 
fire in 1917. The congregation then purchased a corner 
lot in the heart of the city and built a fine brick ediface, 
which is now the place of worship. Recently, a com- 
modious brick parsonage was acquired. The Rey. i. PB. 
Lee is pastor and Henry Ward is assistant to the pastor. 
The church membership is now 1,005 and the Sunday 





School attendance is exceptionally good, the maximum in 
the past year being 1,730 and the average attendance he- 
ing larger than that of any Baptist Sunday School] in 
Southern Mlinois. 


The First Methodist Church, with a membership of 
over 600, is the second largest church in the city. The 
Rev. P. R. Glotfelty, A. B., S. T. B., is pastor.. The 
present church, a frame building, was erected in 1907, 
and plan are under way for the construction of a mag- 


nificent brick building. A splendid brick parsonage was 
built at a cost of $10,000 a few years ago. The minister- 


ial, current and benevolent budgets of the church aggre- 
gate about $7,000 and are always met. The church mem- 
bership at present is over 600 and the Sunday School at- 
lendance averages 400. The young people have a flourish- 


ing Epworth League and the Ladies’ Aid Society divided 
into five circles, meets each week. Three young men 


from this church have recently gone lo become ministers 
and now have pastorates. 


The First Presbyterian Church of Herrin was organ- 
ized December 19, 1904, with twenty-seven members. In 
1906 a brick church was built in the north central part of 
Herrin and in 1923 it was subsequentlyy enlarged. The 
church has a modern two-story brick manse in connection, 
The membership is now more than 300 and is increasing. 
Rev. John Meeker is pastor of the church and under his

caretul supervision the work is growing and enlarging. 

The First Christian Church of Herrin was organized in 
1864 in a log building. The following year a frame 
building’ was erected on an acre of ground donated by 
Thomas Stotlar. The present edifice at the corner of 
Maple Street and Park Avenue was dedicated September 
28, 1913 and is a beautiful and well appcinted building 
ot which the congregation is properly proud, The mem 
ber ship is now 600 and the average attendance at Suu- 
day School is 350. Plans are being considered for im- 
provements Which will accomodate the increasing at- 
tendance of both chureh and Sunday School Rey J 
{). Story is pastor of the ehureh. 

The parish of St. Mary’s was organized in 1898 by 
Rev, B, Hildenberg at (ue time the coal fields were open- 


ed The church was built in 1960 and cost $2,000. Rev. 
E. Senese came to Herrin June 13, 1913 and under his 
directorship the new church edifice, valued at $175,000 
was constructed. A two story building at the rear of the 
church serves as the parish school and the Sisters of 
the Most Precious Blood came from the convent of Ruma, 
illinois to take charge of the school in 1915. The schooi 
is valued at between six and eight thousand doilars. A 
home for the Sisters was built at a cost of $5,000 and 
the entire parish is one of the most modern in Egypt. 
The uew church is a beautiful example of Italian archi- 
tecture, modeled after the twelfth century church to 
ltaly where Rev. Senese served his first congregation. 
The parish membership numbers 600. There are 360 
childrn who attend the school.

Judge A. D. Morgan, Herrin, who spoke in the city 
Tuesday, was logical in his requests and undoubtedly 
had the goods to back up his arguments for he con 
cealed nothing. 

And if Herrin is as good a city now as Judge Morgan 
said it was, Hast St. Louis had best be on guard. It is 
refreshing to listen to a real estate man sell a townsite 
or a died-in-the wool booster sell a city.

History of Herrin 


rom a barren prairie a quarter of a century ago, 
Herrin lias grown ta a cily of almost twenty thousand 
people.

Ten passenger trains operate in and out of this city 
every day over the Illinois Central, four over the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy and two over the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, making sixteen passenger trains in and out of 
this city every day except Sundayy, when it has six. 


Interurban cars operate to and from Marion and to and 
from Carterville, where convenient connections are made 
with the Chicago & Eastern Illinois trains at Marion and 
the Illinois Central trains both at Marion and Carter- 
ville.

History of Herrin Lions Club 


By A. D. Morgan, President Herrin Lions Club 


HB HERRIN LIONS CLUB, since receiving jts char- 

ter from the Lions International in June 1922, has 

striven to be a service club, rather than a luncheon club. 

Our motto is “CONSTRUCTIVE WORK FOR THE PUB- 
LIS GOOD.” ; 

One of the first undertakings of the Club for civic 
betterment was a “Cleanup Day” in which over four hun- 
dred loads of trash and rubbish, overlooked by the City 
Garbage Department, was gathered up from the back yards 
and alleys of the city and transferred to the dumping) 
grounds. All Lions donned overalls and actually assisted 
in the cleanup 

Later our Club put on a ‘Rat Killing” campaign, or- 
ganizing the school children, giving prizes for essays, 
most rats killed, and actually destroying over 5,000 rats 
by actual count in one week’s campaign. 

Again, the Lions Club of Herrin co-operated with other 
civic organizations in Williamson County in pushing! the 
construction of the State hard roads system with the re- 
sult that all bond hard roads in Williamson County were 
completed September 1, 1924. 


The Herrin Lions Club secured the construction of a 
$15,000.00 viaduct on the State highway under the Illinois 
Central Railroad south of the City of Herrin and will have 
all right-of-way permits ready when the new $1,000,000 
bond issue routes are started. 


The Herrin Lions Club has been active in promoting 
public health measures in Williamson County, assisting 
in securing a public school nurse for the Herrin City 
Schools and a State clinic for the treatment of venereal 
diseases and supervised a mosquito educational campaign, 
co-operating with the State Health Department and Rocke- 
feller Foundation, 

Our Club assisted in the construction of a detour 
bridge north of the City of Herrin and approaches for a 
$20,000 bridge giving) convenient transportation for about 
five hundred coal miners. 

During the summer of 1924, the Herrin Lions Club 
took over the White City Park for one week and put on a 
week’s program exemplifying the principles of Lionism. 
Fifty theusond people visited the park during the week 
and the Coal Operators Conference received mention in 
the leading trade journals of the United States. 

During the recent tornado disaster, the mebmers of 
the Herrin Lions Club not only assisted the relief commit- 
tees and Red Cross financially but were found at the front 
at Murphysboro and West Frankfort fighting fire, saving 
human lives and ministering, to the injured and homeless. 

The Herrin Lions Club has adopted the policy of boost- 
ing Southern: Illinois and ise o-operating with all other 
civic organizations at the present time in advertising the 
many products of Hgypt and helping in all ways possbile 
to obtain proper recognition for the good things this see.

Modern Egypt 


By W. O. Paisley, Editor Marion Daily Republican 


NCIENT EGYPT is a far-away land, one rich in his- 

tory but lacking in modern ideals. Modern Egypt 

is right here among us, and while it also has its tradi- 
tions and its legends and its historic sides, it is one with 
modern ideals. These ideals are ones of advancement 
and progress. Ancient Egypt was in its time the granery 
of the world. To it Joseph was taken as a captive and to 


it his brethern went in search of grain when famine came 
Later, Joseph made history by cornering the grain sup- 
ply of the world and was placed in charge of the exchepuer 


of the country on account of his ability as the first “wheat 
king.” 

Modern Egypt—that section of Illinois which lies south 
of the Vandalia Line and which instead of being watered 
by the Nile is bounded on the west, the south and the 
east by the Mississippi, the Ohio and the Wabash rivers— 
was also the section to which the people of the north 
turned nearly a century ago, in a time of famine. Modern 
Egypt was then the grain section of Hlinois and to it other 
states turned for their seed and their food. ‘And then 
times changed, just as they did in Ancient Egypt, and for 
a generation this section was passed by. The great tide 
of emigration swept westward; Southern Illinois wag over- 
looked; her fields were depleted through careless farming 


and the value of her lands became less instead of greater. 
But now it has again come into its own. 


The: development of the greatest coal fields in the 
world again made this section rich. The earth gave forth 
its riches in black diamonds and these not only brought 


wealth to Egypt but benefited every section which con- 
sumed this coal on account of its sp.endid quality and high 


yalue in heat units, For a time, Egypt was again inter- 
ested in a single commodity but coal and grain were two 
of the many products from this fruitful section. 

Probably no section of the world of the same area has 
any greater variety of products than has Egypt. Through 
the center of the section are the great coal fields, to the 
east are the felspar mines and along the west are the 


stone quarries; in all, there ere thirty-one minerals found 
in Egypt, which can be produced in paying quantities. 


Agriculture is followed along different lines in the differ- 
ent parts and nearly everything from cotton to the prod- 
ucts of the far north are grown. Stock raising is, and 
always will be, an important industry. Dairying is a pay- 
ing business and has nearly doubled in the last decade. 
Pouliry farming is being featured more and more each 
year and large and small plants are bringing in fine re- 
turns for their owners.

and with added shipping facilities is now the source of 
big returns for those engaging in it. 

Horticulture is an industry which is now one of the 
outstanding ones. An outcrop of the Ozark Mountains 
stretches across the southern part of Egypt and this is one 
of the greatest fruit districts of America. The soil and 
climit are such as to produce the finest flavered apples, 
peaches, grapes and pears and small fruits, and the trans- 
portation facilities are such that they can be placed on half 
the markets of the United States within twenty-four hours. 


Fourteen trunk line railroads enter Egypt and these fur- 
nish direct routes to all centers of distribution. The gov- 
ernment records show that the rainfall in this fruit section 
comes at the time of the year when it will do the most 
good for the growing crops.

The city of Carterville is located near the Western 
boundary of Williamson county, in Carterville precinct. 
The original plat of the city was filed in the county record- 
er’s office on February 21, 1872 and on June 26, 1872 Cay- 
ett & Pickett’s addition was filed. On April 10, 1872, a 
petition signed by 36 people for a village charter, with a 
village of 300 people. An election was held January 22, 
1881, at Crain City and 38 votes were cast. The commis- 
sioners of election announced the follownig officers for 
the new village: President, Jonathan Bandy; Clerk, J. 
D. Herrin; Treasurer, Laban Carter; Trustees, William 
Tranbarger, V. S. Harris, E. C, Jones, James Blair and 
George McNeil. 

In 1892 the village was incorporated as a city with the 
following officers: Mayor, G. C. Phillips; Clerk, W. W. 
Sizemore; Treasurer, J. B. Samuels; Attorney, C. A. 
Bander: Aldermen, W. W. Snyder, P. J. Peter, John 
Bevard, J. C. Riley, Dave McRadden and T. J. Moak. 

The first store in Carterville was conducted by John Her- 
rin, Sr. The first religious service was conducted by El- 
der Henry Boley in 1871. The first boarding huuss was 


opened by James Thompson. The first postmaster was 
Aschal Comnor. The first grist mill and saw mill was 
built and operated by James M. Washburn in 1882. 

From a little village of 300 people the city of Carterville 
has prospered and the official census of 1920 showed a 
population of 3,404. Since 1920 several hundred people 
have moved to the city and the present population is esti- 
mated at 4,500 people. é 

The city has 12 miles of paving and has 18 miles of con- 
crete sidewalks. Carterville is the center of the farming 
district of Williamson county and is the farm produce and 
dairy products market of the county. Thousands of dal- 
lars pour into the Carterville banks from the farm produce 
marketed in the city each month and the only flour mill in 
the county is operated in Carterville. 

The Williamson County Fruit Growers’ Association was 
founded in Carterville and L. N. Colp of that city was 
elected as president. It is the object of this organization 
to stimulate fruit growing and produce growing in the 
county and so far a Jarge number of farmers have joined. 
Many new orchards and truck gardens have been started 
and the association plans to devise ways of marketing the 
produce secured from this section of the state. <A total 
of 95 per cent of the residents of Carterville are home 
owners, 

Carterville has one of the peppiest baseball teams in 
the Hard Road Ball League and plays a high class game 
of ball The members of the team are all residents of the 
city and are good amateur players,

CARTERVILLE HIGH SCHOOLS 


The first school in Carterville, School District No. 35 
traces back to the Civil War times, and was a one room 
log building with split log seats, and writing desks made 
along the side of the wall, supported by pin driven into it. 

The teachers in the first school were Isaac MeCoy 1863- 
64, Dickson Watson, 1864-65; Emma Boyer, 1865-66; Lib- 
by Rogers, 1866-67; and Marion McCall 1867-68. In 1868 a 
new log building was erected between. Carterville and 
Crainville and Sanford Gee was the first teacher. He was 
succeeded by Warren Hill and C. J. Keaster. 

The third school-was held in the Brown Boarding House 
and was taught by W. H. Bundy in 1872 and 73 at Carter- 
ville. The fourth school was held in the Methodist Church 
of Carterville and was taught for three years by Warren 
Hill, 

This district was know as No. 1 until April 6, 1874, 
whenn by a petition it was divided into two districts, 
numbered land 7. The Carterville district was No. 7 and 
the Crainville district was No. 1 


In the year 1878 the first school building in District No. 
7 was built. It was a two story frame building. At this 
time there were about 976 children between the agies of one 
and twenty one in the district, or about 300 school chil- 
dren. 

In 1892 a new wooden building of four rooms was erect- 
ed in the City Park and in 1899 James Turner introduced 
a new high school course of four years. In 1919 the Park 
School was erected upon the same site of the present High 
School and is a modern brick building of eight rooms. 

At the present time about 1200 pupils attend the city 
schools in Carterville. Teachers have been secured that 
can produce the highest efficiency and the schools in 
Carterville are considered among the best in Williamson 
County. 

The Carterville Community High School has an enroll- 
ment of about 300 pupils and is rated as an excellent 
school. The faculty members are highly educated and the 
highest efficiency is maintained,

Carterville leads Williamson county in Sunday School 
attendance and every Sunday several thousand old and 
young flock to the churches of the city. The first relig+ 
ious services held in Carterville were in 1871, a year be- 
fore the village charter was’ granted, by Elder Henry 
Boles. Elder Boles was a Christian preacher and held a 
revival meeting, which resulted in 200 conversions, 


The Methodist Church wag built in 1875 and afterwards 
a new one was constructed. In 1885 the Presbyterian 
Church was erected and in 1888 the First Christian Church 
was built. The Baptist Church was built in 1890. 


The First Baptist Church has a large spacious brick 
building and the auditorium can accommodate several hun- 
dred people. 


Special attention is directed to the training of young peo- 
ple in the churches and the city is proud of the Sunday 
school attendance. Trained teachers present the lessons 
to the pupils each Sunday and many are being trained in 
church leadership. 


It is estimated that 1500 people are members of churches 
in Carterville and that the greater majority of the citizens 
attend church services on Sunday.

Coal Mining in Carterville 


Carterville was at one time the center of the coal Indus- 
try of County Coal was discovered near Carterville, in 
1869 by Laban Carter in whose honor the city is named. 

The first mine was opened by Connor and Bryden and 
was operated as a slope mine. ‘A few years later the 
Carterville Coal and Coke Company under the management 
of A. C. Bryden opened the Dodd Shaft and Laflin Slope 
mines. In 1881 John Adam Young opened a larger portion 
of coal for Carterville use. 

In 1888 the Carterville Coal Company opened the Barr 


Shafton the farm of Elijah Peterson, three-quarters north- 
east of the city and in 1896 the prosperity Shaft was open- 
ed near the city and following suit mines were opened at 
Herrin, Marion and Johnston City. 

The majority of the mines near Carterville have been 
worked out and the remains of the tipple and engine rooms 
may still be seen. While at ont time Carterville was the. 
center of the Coal Mining Industry of Southern Illinois, it 


has lost its title to a more powerful city, Herrin, who 


alone is surrounded by 32 coal mines.

Marion, county seat of Williamson county, the heart of 
Egypt, joins with Herrin in inviting the Lions Clubs of 
Illinois to hold the 1926 meeting in her sister city. Marion 
has often been called ‘the opportunity city’ by those who 
refer to the future but more correctly it should be ‘called 
the “city of now.” Marion is a city of wonderful growth 
as well as of a wonderful future. In 1900 the population 
was 2,510; in 1910 it was 7,093; in 1920 it was 9,582 and 
in 1925 it was (by actual census and not estimate) 12,805. 

Marion has a five-story bank building) that cost $125,000 
in 1914 and which could not be duplicated now for $250,- 
000; another bank building which cost $91,000, while a 
third bank has its own three story bank and hotel build- 
ing. Marion has twenty-five miles of paved street, has 
a complete sewerage..system, gas, electric lights and a 





municipal water works system costing $780,000 with a 
water supply ample for a city of 50,000 peopzre. A White 
Way street illumination system is among the recent im- 
provements. 

Five railroads touch the city and the Coal Belt Electric 


Line connects Marion with the cities of Herrin and Car- . 


terville. ‘A modern ice cream factory, the American Cre- 
osating Company’s tie plant the Long-Bell Lumber Com- 


' pany’s’ plant’ four lumber yards, the Egyptian Powder 


Company’s powder plant, the Meadow-Brook Dairy, the 
Beardon Dairy, the Coal Belt Bottling: Works, two ice 
factories, the Marion Pressed Brick and Tile Company’s 
factories, three wholesale grocery houses, two’ wholesale 
miners’ supply houses, two wholesale candy companies, a 
wholesale fruit house, a wholesale flour -house and a large 
wholesale supply, flour and grain house which _operates its 
own flour mill and ships Marion’ made flour all-over the 


south and a wholesale paint house are among the com-’ 


mercial enterprises of the city. The district offffices of 
the Central Illinois Public Service Company, which sup: 
plies electric current to a dozen counties in Egypt is locat- 


ed in Marion. 


The city is also a center for the distribution of auto- 
mobiles and trucks thruout all Egypt. Marion is an insur- 
ance center, three mutual companies having their home 
offices here and other companies having important offices 
in the city. 


ee is a city of beautiful homes and is one aehick of- 
fers the best of advantages in the way of churches and 
aaneats The city has fifteen churches, including three 
which range in cost from $35,000 to $50,000 each. The

HISTORY OF MARION 


was erected in 1920 and $90,000 more was spent on the 
grade schools in 1922. Brown’s Business College of Ma- 
rion is one of the best commercial colleges in the state 
and draws pupils from all parts of Southern Illinois. 

There is a beautiful Elks Home, a Carnegie Library 
and a fine new federal post office building. The Pythi- 
an and Odd Fellow fraternities own a fine three-story 
lodge building, as do also the Masons. At the Rosehill 
cemetery is the Goddard Chapel, one of the most beautiful 
in the state. ‘The chapel, which was the gift of Mr. and 
Mr. Leroy A. Goddard of Chicago, was dedicated on Me- 
morial Day, 1919. Marion has a well equipped hospital, 
opened in 1924. 

A fine amusement park, with golf links, swimming) pool, 
baseball field and a large grand stand, lake for boating 
and other features is close to the city while the country 
club, with its cottages, lake and other attractions, is but 
three miles away. A $100,000 threatre on the public 
square will care for large conventions as well as house 
the best of road shows. 

A beautiful park at the city’s water works reservoir is 
convenient to all of the residential districts of the city. 
It Pode improved under the direction of a city park 
board. 


Marion is a strong financial center and has strong re- 
sources of over five million dollars. The three banks are 
strong and progressive and their deposits have dowbled 
within the four years just passed. ‘There are three Build- 
ing and Loan Associations with a combined capital of 
$6,000,000.00. 

Marion is easy of access. The Illinois Central Rail- 
road’s line from St. Louis, Missouri, to Paducah, Ken- 
tucky, passes through the city and connects with their 
Chicago-New Orleans line which passes eighteen miles 
west. The Chicago and Eastern Illinois line from Chi- 
cago to Thebes passes thru Marion with Pullman sleeper 


service between Marion and Chicago. The Missouri Pa- 
cific line enters Marion from the northwest while the Bur- 
lington’s new line passes at the west limits of the city 
and crosses its new bridge over the Ohio river at Metrop- 
olis to connect with roads to the south. 

The Egyptian Transportation Company has its main of- 
fices in Marion and is expanding its service so that it cov- 
ers all of Southern Egypt. Truck lines furnish freight 
transportation over the splendid system of hard roads of 
which Marion is a center.

“The public schools of Williamson County Date back to ; 


1840 when William Tanner was the first School Com- 
missioner of Williamson County. The Marion schools 
began in 1865 when a two story frame building was erect- 
ed for school purposes, This building seemed to have 
been adequate until 1882 when a two room addition was 


built. This building was destroyed by fire in 1886 and - 


a new eight room , two story brick building was con- 
structed. ‘This school iss now known as Washington 
School, and in 1896 an addition was added to the building 
. it now having 18 ‘rooms with a manu¥l training room in 
the basement. The increase in population called for a 
building partly for High School and partly for grades and 
in 1902 the Logan school was constructed at a cost of 
$20,000 with 16 rooms. The Lincoln school with 9 rooms 
was built in 1904 and second story added in 1921. In 
1892-93 a total of 456 pupils were enrolled in Marion 
schools and the steady increase demanded the construc- 
tion of another building. In 1912-13 the Marion- Town- 
ship High School was constructed and relieved the con- 
gested condition of the schools in the city for some time. 
The Jefferson school building with 9 rooms was con- 


structed in 1908 at an expense of $16,000 and in 1912 
the Douglas school was constructed for the colored 
pupils. The last addition was the McKinley school con- 
structed at a cost of $25,000 in 1916. 

Marion with an assesed valuation of $2,48,851 and with 
its population and wealth has been reasonably generous 
in providing a school plant. The estimated valuation 
of the elementary school property in Marion is placed at 
$350.000. | The average value:of school property per pu- 
pil in average daily attendance is $198.83. and Marion’s 
investment is $151.78. 

The supervisory and teaching staff of the city schools 
of Marion consists of fifty-five teachers, six principals, 
a supervisor of music and a superintendent of schools. 
Between three and four thousand students attend the City 
schools of Marion each year and the city schools are con- 
sidered among the best in the county. 

In September, 1912 the Marion Township High School 
was organized with a corps of seven teachers and an en- 
rollment of one hundred and ninety two students. Due 
to the fact that the new building had not been then 
erected the high school was housed for the first year 
of its existence in the Logan School building. Later in 
September the new building was ready for occupancy and 
from the hundred and ninety-two in September 1912 the 
number has grown to over five hundred in 1925. 

So rapid was the growth of the high school that in

1918 the board of education authorized the’ expenditure 
of an addition, consisting of an auditorium, gymnasium 
and seven class rooms at an expense of $120,000. The 
High School auditorium has a seating capacity of over 
six hundred people. 

The teaching personnel of the High School consists of 
highly efficient members and the high school is one of 
the leading ones in the state.

The first Methodist Episcopal Church South, was first 
organized in 1864 at the Williamson County Court house 
by Dr. Jacob Ditzier. Rev. William Finney was the 
first pastor of the church and S. Vick organized the 


first Sunday School. This church prospered and now 
has a large attendance. 


The First’ Baptist: Church of Marion was organized 
August 19, 1865. On September 2, 1865 the first regular 
church conference was held and Elder David Butler was 
elected pastor. ‘The church continued to prosper and 
in 1904 Dr. W. P. Throgmorton was called as pastor. At 
this time two hundred and fifty were enrolled in Sunday 
school and three hundred and fifty-four belonged to the 
church. At the present time an average of five hun- 
dred attend Sunday school and over one thousand belong 
to the church. 


The first Christian Church of Marion was organized 
by Elder H. T. Benta and A. T. Benson in 1865. Its 
fortunes were somewhat varied for a few years. and it was 
reorganized by Elder Mathew Wilson. The church build- 
ing was erected in 1875 and remodeled in 1901. The pres-

Williamson county is located in the heart of Egypt and 
was one of the counties in the state which was settled 
early.

Williamson 
county has produced more bituminous coal than any other 
county in the state and there is still enough coal under 
the county to last 150 years, and the largest section of 
her coal fields is still undeveloped. 

Williamson county’s soil produces splendid crops. It is 
not the kind that yields a bonanza crop under irrigation 
or which will produce one single crop to the exclusion of 
other kinds, but the fields of this county yield a good har- 
vest every years. Wheat, oats, corn, alfalfa, and all 
kinds of grasses, potatoes, melons, and all kinds of small 
fruits and vegetables grow here. In the southern part 
of the county one of the finest fruit districts in the United 
States is found. 

The Soil responds to proper cultivation and yields good 
returns to husbandmen as a reward to them for careful 
tillage. he Williamson County Farm Bureau is an or- 
ganization which is doing splendid work in promoting sci- 
entific farming and the Williamson County Fair Associ- 
ation (which holds the greatest and largest county fair in 
the state each year) encourages the farmers to improve 
their methods and increase their production, In 1925

The farmers 
of Williamson county have put in the best dairy stock 
and a live stock association has been formed to promote 
the interest of better herds. The Williamson County 
Farm Bureau employs a farm adviser to assist in the im- 
provement of the farm work while the women have the 
services of the county home adviser under the Wliliamson 
County Home Bureau. 


The county is now one which can boast of one of the 
best hard road systems in Southern Illinois. Besides the 
state bond issue roads, there are township hard roads in 
nearly every township in the county, connecting the coun- 
ty seat and every town and city in the county. 


Six railroads touch the county, including the Illinois 
Central, Chicago and Eustern Illinois, Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy, Missouri Pacific, Marion and Eastern, 
and Big Four. The Coal Belt Electric Line connects 
Marion with Carterville and Herrin. 


The opening of the coal industry in Egypt counted much 
for Williamson county and now farming, horticulture and 
dairying are bringing other interests to the front. This 
is the most prosperous county in one of the most prosper- 
ous sections of the whole nation. In no section are there 
better average business conditions and the reports from 


the commercial rating agencies indicate that few are as 
good. 

In 1920 the county had a population of 61,092 and these 
are of an educated class anda large proportion are 
owners of their own homes. The population in 1925 is 
fully 75,000. 


Williamson county sent over 3,000 of her sons to the 
great war. They not only responded when called but 
they volunteered -gladly. In one community every man 
of military agit went into the service. Jn every call to 
help..in_the war Williamson county went “over the top” 
by a big margin, for the Liberty and Victory Loans. the 
Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A., ete. The first Red Cross 
Chapter in the southern half of Mlinois was organized 
in Marion months before America entered the war, This 
not only has done gréat service for the soldiers but was 
one of the first to respond with aid in the tornado which 
recently swept across Egypt. 

Williamson county is the most thickly populated county 
in the state south of Peoria with the exception of the 
counties across from St. Louis. It is one with more di- 
versified resources than almost any county in the state. 
It is one where the schools and churches are of the best 
and is a county which is worthy of a visit and where those 
who do visit its borders go away with a better under- 
standing of the county and the people and with a higher 
esteem of both.

Executive and Finance Committee. 


On Monday, March 16, 1925, three representatives from 
Herrin, Marion, Johnston City and Carterville, met at the 
B. B. Tea Rooms in Marion, at which time the William- 
son County Lions Executive and Finance Committee was 


organized and A. D. Morgan, County Judge was 
selected as president of the organization, Paul A. Frick, 


of the Marion Daily Republican was selected as Secretary 
and C. H. Molt, of the Molt Tailor Company of Carterville 
was selected as treasurer. 


This committee met each Monday noon in Marion at 
which time various matters of business pertaining to the 
boosting of Herrin for the State Convention of Illinois 
Lions Clubs were discussed. 


The leading work done by this committee was the secur- 
ing of a perfect organization of Southern Dlinois delegates 
in order that Egypt would go to the state convention, with 
only one view in mind and that to “SUPPORT HERRIN.” 
Delegates from this committee visited every Lions Club in 
Southern Illinois, telling of the plans, and urging the 
Clubs to select and send the in full quoto of delegates to 
the Gibson City Convention Letters were mailed by the 


Corresponding Secretary, John M, Reid, of Marion to all 


clubs telling each and every move made by the committee 
and asking for their support. 

The publication of this booklet was one of the major 
undertaking of this committee. under the editorship of 
Paul A. Frick, and assisted by members of the committee 
in the solicitation of advertising, this booklet proved to be 
one of the first steps as outlined at a meeting held at Cen- 
tralia in March for the boosting of Egypt, and the Lions 
Clubs in taking the lead in this moye has received the 
favorable commendation from other civic organizations in 
the state. 


In order to raise sufficient funds to finance the dele- 
gates from Southern [linois to the state Convention at 


Gibson City the committee contracted with the Billy Ter- 
rel Stock Company to appear for one week in Herrin and 


Carterville. Under the auspices of the Lions Clubs of these 
three cities a certain percent of the gross proceeds was 
given to the committee by the stock company and this 
money was used in financing the delegates, 


This committee was composed of leading members from 
the four clubs in the county and their work in the boosting 
of Herrin for the state convention and (the putting over 
of this booklet was free gratis. 
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Winning Back Herrin 


Herrin and Williamson County have set bravely about 
the task of winning back a reputation which was _ shat- 
tered by gunplay and riot. A 150-page booklet has been 
broadcast, in which the good qualities of the city and 
county have been described at length. This interest- 
ing document, it is to be hoped, will dispel some of the 
more violent conceptions of Herrin. 

No doubt a great injustice has been done to thousands 
of peaceful, law abidingi citizens of Herrin by the acts 
of its gunmen. Not only have the latter made the place 
shunned as a home, but property and business interests 
have been seriously prejudiced. 

Even Sodom and Gomorrah probably had some very 
good points, but they have been utterly eclipsed by the 


suggestion of evil which their names evoke. Yet there 
is a growing tendency to reject the silly idea that any 
man or any community can be all bad. Such celebrated 
villains of history as Capt. Kidd, Aaron Burr and Cesare 
Borgia find plenty of advocates today who offer proof of 
their virtues, and direct attention to lies which have 
blackened their names. 

The Herrin and Williamson County Booklet, which is 
being published by the Lions Executice and Finance Com- 
mitiee, will be carefully read. In going to the great ex- 
pense of publishing: it, Herrin shows a plucky spirit. 
Some insurance should be taken against future outbreaks, 
too, for one of these would destroy whatever good the 
booklet may effect.

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Williamson County Fair 


The Wiilliamson County Fair is the largest county fair 
in the west, and is the largest fair in the state with the 
single exception of the state fair of Springfield. Its 
‘beautiful grounds are open as a park throughout the year 
and a new exposition building 60 by 14 feet, built of 
brick, steel and concrete, which was erected in 1924 is 
one which will be available for gatherings and conven- 
tions at all times. The attendance at this fair exceeds 
that of state fairs in several adjoining states. 

The Williamson County ‘Agricultural Association was 
organized in 1856. The first fair grounds consisted of 
ten acres west of and near the village limits on West 
Main street, now in the city. Since then, excepting 
during the Civil War, the Association has held regular 
annual fairs; was reorganized, purchased fourteen acres 


east of the town, and has been adding to the grounds un- 
til the present site contains fifty-three acres. Without ex- 
ception it is the best shaded, the best watered and in 
the ‘best condition of any fair grounds in Illinois. Rain 
or shine, the fairs have been held as advertised and very 
cent of obligation has been met. The ring was graded 
under the watchful care of a first class engineer. The 
two amphitheatres are large and convenient; box seats 
have been built, and the finest steel and concrete grand 
stand in the state was added. Nice, commodious, con- 
venient subways leading from the amphitheatre side of 
the track circle, which can be used at all times without 
danger from running horses on the track. Water mains 
connecting the grounds with the city water plant. Eyv- 
erything is the best and handiest of any fair in the state. 
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Facts About The Coal Output of Williamson County 


Although Williamson county has ranked second in the 
coal output in Illinois for the past five years, yet, count- 
ing coal production from the first available records in the 
state, 1882 to and including 1924, Williamson county leads 
the state of Illinois in coal production per counties, with 
Sangamon county second, Macoupin county third and 
Franklin county fourth. 

The total number of tons mined by the four leading 
counties for the past 42 years follows:

The year ending June 30, 1924, shows a total production 
in Illinois of 72,308,665 tons, a reduction from last year 
of 3,'205,300 tons for the state. The greater amount of 
this tonnage was produced in Southern Illinois. 

The railroads handled 66,644,747 tons of the total pro- 
duct. <A total of 3,349,462 tons were disposed of locally, 
1,742,146 tons were used at the mines and 572,310 tons 
wasted by loss in preparing for market. 

A recapitulation of tonnage handlea by the mines in the 
state of Illinois for the year ending June 30, 1924, shows 
that the Peabody Coal Corporation handled the largest 
amount of tonnage with a total of 4,607,628 tons. The 
Old Ben Coal Corporation came second with 3,421,108 


tons, Chicago, Wilmington & Franklin Coal Company 
with 2,989,338 tons and Consolidated Coal Company with 
2,134,044 tons. 

The mine having the largest tonnage in the state for the 
year was C. W. & B. Mine No. 1 at Orient having a ton- 
nage of 1,286,168 with Bell & Zoller Mine No. 1 of Zeigler 
second with a tonnage of 1,079,884. 

The five largest mines in the State of Illinois according 
to tonnage produced are as follows: 

First—C. W. & F. Mine No. 1 at Orient, 1,286,168 
tons. 

Second—Bell & Zoller Mine No. 1 at Zeigler, 1,079, §84 
tons. 

Third—Valier Coal Co., Valier, 1,017,880 tons. 

Fourth—U. S. Fuel Co., Georgetown, 980,101 tons. 

Fifth—Superior Mine No. 3, Gillespie, 972,047 tons. 

Franklin county has a larger number of big mines than 
any county in the state, having five mines with over a 
750,000 ton capacity per year. 

The majority of the mines in Williamson county are 
small and the largest mine in the county, the C. W. & 
F. Mine No. 1 of Herrin ranks 15th in the state for total 
output per year. The second largest mine in Williamson 
county is Madison Coal Corporation mine at Colp and the 
third largest is the Peabody Coal Corporation’s mine at 
Marion.

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Williamson County Public Schools 


By J. W. McKinney, County Superintendent of Schools. 


The public schools of Williamson county have kept 
pace with the progress made in the most progressive 
counties in the state. Since the enactment of the Sani- 
tation Law, which took effect July 1, 1915, seventy new 
sehool buildings have been erected, all of which were 
modern in plan and specification. Practically all other 
buildings have been remodeled. 


We have three Township and two Community High. 


Schools. Also five two and three year high schools sup- 
ported by non-high school territory. These schools, with 
an enrollment of 2100, are taught by 85 teachers, most of 
whom have degrees from colleges or universities. Two 
of these schools hold membership in the North Central 
Association and the five high schools are accredited with 
the University of Illinois. The five smaller high schools 
are recognized by the State Department of Public In- 
struction. 


Williamson county has 465 teachers, with an enrollment 
of 18,000 School children. $438,222 was expended last 
year for teachers’ salaries. The value of school prop- 
erty is estimated at $2,226,600. 


The sum of $20,000 is expended annually to pay the tui- 
tion, of pupils who attend high school from non-high school 
territory. 

One thousand boys and girls graduated from the eighth 
grade last year, ninety per cent of whom entered some 
higher institution of learning. Every high school is taxed 
to its capacity and the school spirit is growing. 

The problem of financing our schools in certain dis- 
tricts is a big one. The new distributing law will aid 
greatly in districts with an assessed valuation below 
$40,000. This year the State Distributive Fund for Wil- 
liamson county is $97,452.07. 

We have one consolidated school known as the Herrin 
Community Consolidated School District No. 207. This is 
a great success as such an arrangement solves the finan- 
cial problem and makes possible a _ better system of 
schools.. 

Our schools have modern heating plants, single seats, 
good blackboards, wall maps, libraries, ete. A number 
have a flag and a bell. Boards of Education in the city 
schools set aside a good sum for materials to be used 
by the teachers in construction work, drawing, writing, 
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Williamson County Public Schools 


etc., and a number of rural schools are coming to do 
the same. Many schools are teaching music and are and 
some have developed splendid orchestras and bands. 

To encourage this work in the public schools, the Wil- 
liamson County Fair Board offers annually some $1200 in 
premiums for the best exhibits. 

For the past two years we have employed a County 
School Nurse financed by the County Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation. This year, the Herrin Community Consolidated 
school board employed a school nurse to devote her en- 
tire time to their district. 

The new certificating law requires that a teacher hold 
a certificate in keeping with the grade she is teaching, 
which insures a special preparation for the respective 
positions. Uniform professional. credits are required for 


the registration and renewal of certificates which insures 
growth on: the part of the teacher. : 

Our county institutes are among the best in the state 
due to the fact that we always employ the best talent 
available, and furthermore, that our teachers from the 
primary grades to the high school inclusive, are loyal and 
professional. 


Our teachers vote a special assessment of one dollar 
on themselves annually to promote a “Thanksgiving 
Teachers’ Meeting’ of two days, thus raising approxi- 
mately $500 with which to secure men of wide reputation 
to appear on their programs. This meeting has come to 
be known throughout the country.

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The Tornado 


The most serious tornado in the history of the United 
States occurred on March 18th, 1925 when three states, 
Illinois, Missouri, and Indiana, were devastated by a 
tornado that was unusual both ag to length of path and 
devastating results. 


In its course it caused 742 deaths, the injury of over 
3,000 persons and an estimated property loss of $16,000,- 
000.00. These figures create new records for America. 

According the Section Director of the United States 
Weather Bureau at Missouri the tornado had its origin in 
the western part of Reynolds County, Missouri, about 1 
Pp. m. and moved northeast. Fortunately one half 
or more of the county the storm passed over in Mis- 
souri was sparcely settled. It struck Annapolis, Mo., 
at 1:15 p. m. causing damage in the town and vicinity 
of $400,000 but only two persons were killed and 25 in- 
jured; property loss $564,000. 

The tornado left Missouri about three miles north of 
Wittenberg an crossed into Illinois. After crossing the 
Mississippi River the tornado continued in a direction 
between east and north east over a remarkably straight 
course through the counties of Jackson, Williamson, 
Franklin, Hamilton, and White in Illinois and the counties 
of Posey- and Gibson in Indiana, terminating: about six- 


teen miles boyond Princeton, 


The first place encountered in Illinois was Gorham. This 
village of 500 people occupies a level site and was one 
and one-half miles from the Mississippi River. All of 
one hundred and twenty buildings in the town were dam- 
aged or destroyed and thirty four lost their lives,, two 
hundred were injured and the property loss was esti- 
mated at $150,000. The country is hilly between Gor- 
ham and Murphysboro and the rural properties in this 
section were damaged to the extent of $100,000 with four 
deaths and eleven injured. 


Murphysboro a city of 13,000 population, suffered the 
greatest total damage of any community in the path 
the the storm. ‘Twelve hundred dwelling in the city 
were damaged or destroyed. The storm covered 152 city 
blocks, representing Seventy percent of the residence 


Section of the city and sixty percent of the city. The 


ruin in this city threw 2,000 industrial workers out of 
employment and rendered 8,000 homeless The death list 
tctaled 234 and 800 injured. The total loss is estimated 
at $10,000,000 

From Murphysboro ,the tornado pursued its course 
to DeSoto. There 177 ‘dwellings were destroyed and the 
property loss is estimated at $300,000. In DeSoto town-

ship, including the town and rural section there were 
72 deaths, and 175 injured. 

From DeSoto to Hurst and Bush, the farmers suffered 
@ probable loss of $90,000. Hurst was not damaged to- 
exceed $10,000 but Bush suffered a $150,00 loss with 24 
deaths and 18 injuries. 

West Frankfort with a population of 20,000 was the 
largest city involved in the tornado, which hit the north- 
west part of the city. The dead numbered 127 and the 
injured totaled over 500. Ten stores and 925 dwellings 
were damaged or destroyed. 

Seven miles beyond West Frankfort, after killing 24, 
injuring 21 and tearing up $112,000 worth of property 
the tornado struck Parrish where 30 houses were de- 
stroyed, 22 were killed, 80 injured and $65,000 worth of 
property destroyed. From Parrish to the Hamilton 
County line the farm damage run about $96,000 with 9 
deaths and 12 injured. In Hamilton County two hun- 
dred families had losses. In Braden area 11 were killed, 
in Lick Creek neighborhood 17 were killed. 

Crossing the Wabash River into Indiana the tornado 
struck Griffin killing 34, injuring 150 and a property loss 
of $225,000. Entering Indiana the storm changed its 


course slightly bearing more to the north. It crossed 
Gibson County diagonally, touchel the north edge of 
Owensville and one and one-half miles beyond Prince- 
ton the path narrowed but continued for seven miles, 
then gradually diminished in intensity and ended its 
course three miles southwest of Petersburg, Pike County, 
Indiana. 


The military and relief work was well organized and the 
usual American spirit brought help in man power, money 
and supplies. The national director of Red Cross dis- 
aster work declared that he had never witnessed such 
a complete devastation and suffering, nor a disaster 
that embraced such a wide range of territory War vet- 
terans likened it to the battle fields of France.

In the year 1922 we 
completed one of the most up ta date water systems in 
the state of Illinois, the Johnston City plant has been 
a mecca for other cities in the establishment of their 
water plants. Officers have come from ali parts of the 
State to see this magnificient plant and to make patern 
after it. The water plant, with the new sewer system, 
makes Johnston City stand in froft as to sanitation. An 
abundant supply of water is nheid ia reserve in our beauti- 
ful city lake covering almost 100 acres and with a storage 
room of 100,060,000 gallons, giving the city a Standing 
pressure of sixty pounds, together with the standpipe with 
a Capacity of 100,000 gallons, makes one of the most 
uiodern and up to date water systems in the state, 

More than (thirty miles of sidewalk lies within our city 
limits, We are served by the Central 1. Public Ser- 
vice Co., with electricity, the Southern iil. Gas Company 
has miles of gas pipe in our cily, serving those who 
desire (he service; we are served by the C. & BE. T. Rail- 
roads; we have an ideal location from a commercial 
standpoint, being located in the heart of the greatest 
bituminous coal in the world, No wonder Johnston City 
is one of the best towns in Illinois. And what about those 
7500 souls that live here?

Johnston City Schools 


(By Lee M, Patton, Athletic Director Johnston 
City Township High School) 

Johnston City is proud of her school system and right- 
ly she should be, for within the city’s walls is found a 
most efficient factory which annually turns otit hundreds 
of boys and girls, better prepared to become citizens of 
this great Democracy of ours. 

The oustanding feature of this school system has been 
its rapid put efficient growth and improvement during the 
past 20 years Within the memory of many of our citi- 
zens, the system has grown fro a one-room, one-teacher 
institution, to one composed of one city superintendent, 
three principals, and $9 teachers, housed in four new 
and modern school buildings of practical desisu, valued 
at more than $375,000 Phenomenal as this growth may 
seem, it has nol yel reached the Maximum, and plans are 
all ready under way (o ereet another ward school and to 
biud an annex to the now over-crowded high school. 

A one-room frame building, Johnston City’s first school, 
stood at the corner of Ninth street and Washington Av- 
enue Late in the 19th Century, as the lown grew and 
prospered, and (he enrollment increased, a fine two- 
story frame uilding was erected on the Washington Avy- 
enue site 

Here, too, io the fall of 1904 the first school classes 


were organized with Rev. J. W McKinney (present 
county superintendent of schools) as the entire faculty. 
Twelve pupils were enrolled, but ‘only two of these con: 
tinued until they were graduated from the then three 
year course in the Spring of 1907. 

By 1505, the schools had cutgrown the Washington 
Avenue building and a beautiful two-story brick struc 
ture was erected om Monroe street, wheer it stood,— 
the pride of every Johnston City resident, as the most 
modern school in all Southern Iilinois The high school 
moved to the new building along with the grades in the 
fail of 1905 and for the next two years occupied one 
room, One student was graduated in 1909 but the class 
had inereased to 10 by the following year It was during 
this latter term that the school year was lengthened from 
§ to 9months. 

ry WW Harwood hecame the sehool superintendent in 
191] and that year found the high school lengihened to 
a fouryear course. The sehool had been playing base- 
ball for several years and during Mr. Harwood’s first 
year (ook up basketball as an additional sport, games 
lieing played where the T. O. O. F. hall now stands. 

The euroliment, by 1915 had increased to such au ex- 
tent ihat another ward sehool was erecled on Graad 
avenue and designated as the West Side School, In

Johnston City Schools 


1917, W. G,. Lathrop, principal, and two teachers con- 
stituted the entire high school faculty. 


Prof. J. C. Ramsey suggested to the trustees of this 
township that a new high school ‘building be constructed, 
and after being bitterly contested at the polls the propo- 
sition together with a $175,000 bond issue carried. Class- 
es were held in the new Township high school building, 
located on North Jefferson street, for the first time in Oc- 
tober 1920. During the following year, a modern four- 
room parochial school building was erected at the corner 
of Ninth street and Washington avenue. 


With the complete segregation of the city schools and 
Township high school, Earl Miller became superintendent 
of the former and in the fall of 1923, J. I. Lynch suc- 
ceeded W, G. Lathrop as principal of the high school. 
Twelvs teachers were necessary for the latter school 


alone. Courses in Manual Training, Music, and Home 
Economics were added and the school became a member 
of the North Central Association. Football and track to- 


gether with basketball had become major sports at the in- 
stitution 


The present school year brought Homer E. Reynolds 
to the high scheol as Principal and Lee M. Patton as Ath- 
letic Director, together with a corps of 15 teachers. The 
University of linois and the State Department of Educa- 
tion extended to it their highest possible rating as did the 
North Central Association. The enrfollment increased ta 
260 but it still remains the smallest of the Little 10 Con- 
ference schools. The school won the Conference foot- 
ball championship, tied for Southern Illinois honrs, and 
defeated ‘both Herrin and Marion for County Champion-
